Name of the Maſter, Wardens, and Commonalry of the Arr or Myſtery of Ship- 
wrights of England, and Impower'd them to Depute Depaty-Afliftants in the Out-Porrts, 
and to live Uniform in Government, and practiſe their Trade in all the Rivers and 
Ports of England and Wales, to Bind and Enroll Fn 
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Firſt grod Ia- And to meer and hotd Courts. of Conſultations, to rectify and Improve the ſaid: *

poſed ro amend ir, do neither of them require, or any ways oblige rhe Maſter, Own- 
ers, or Builders to make Bargains or Contracts, for the Ships or Veſſels with the ſaid 
Company, bur leaves them ro Name what Perſons they think fir ro make and write 
their Contracts, and to employ any able Shipwright they pleaſe to Survey them whilſt 
a Building, and wholly leaves them to their own Diſcretion, either ro Build a Ship or 
Veſſel, for Burthen or for Sailing, according to the Trade or Defign they Build for. 


Bur in regard Contracts for Ships, &c. are not alike to other private Caſes in Bar-
